Wo have tire senses, and sometimes 
fancy that no others are possible. II ut 
it Is obvious that wo can not measure 
tho Inltnltehy our own narrow limita- 
tions. 

Moreover, looking. at the question 
from tho other side, we find In animals 
complex organs of suusu, richly sup- 
plied with nerves, but the fu notion nf 
which wo mo us yet powortuss to ex- 
plalu. There may bo llfty other senses 
as different from oura as sound Is I rum 
sight; ii nd even within tho bnuudaries 
ofuur own seusua there maybe uodlcss 
sounds which we cue not hear, and col- 
ors as dillureul as red from green, of 
which wu have no concupllon. These 
and a thousand other ruinatious rounds 
fur solution. The fatnlllur world which 
Biirroituds us may be u tutally different 
place to other auimals. To them It

tUNA AND LU NACY. 

The trtflu en oo* of VarlouaSeaoont 
onMlnda Dlaoased. 
The old Idee that luna and lunacy 
have an Intimate relation appears to 
bo not wholly rtthout foundation, tsyt 
tbe Fall Mall Gazette. Thin, at any 
rate. Is demonstrated by tho commis- 
sioners In bjn.icy for Scotland; That 
tho teasona have a distinct Influence on 
asylum statistic*. Tba tablet of ad- 
mission! during the year* 1B80-7 show 
that there am two wall-marked periods 
—one la which tbo number rises tion- 
liderably above tho nvorago, and tbo 
other In which It falls cbntldornbly be- 
low. The avorage monthly number 
*or the eight years irat 1.C99, During 
tbe throe months of May, Juno, nnd 
July tho number was 028 above what 
It would have been if the avorage 
number had boon admitted- On the 
other hand, during the months uf 
October, November, Docombcr and 
January the number was 4G2 below 
what It would havo been It tbe avomiro 
number had boon admitted. The table 
shows furtber that this rite and tbl* 
fall are preceded by a gradual fall, the 
rise taking place during Fobrunry, 
March, and April, and tbo fall taking 

£lace during July, Auguit and Soptcm- 
or. 

*<Tbe special frequency," the com- 
missioners say, "with which asylum 
treatment is resorted to during tho 
period from tho mlddlo ol April to tho 
middle of July correspond* with what 
has boon observed by naylum phytlolans

Fear old Chart he*. 
Lincoln county, Mai no, famous for 
Indian relict nod othor nntl qui tins, has 
three churches that woro built before 
tbo Revolution, nnd ono whoso doors 
wore opened at tho vory dawn of tho 
present century. The Gorman Luth- 
eran Church at Woldoboro was orooted 
In 1771, and la still In a good Itate of 
preservation. It Is a quoar old wooden 
structure, with paws lllcoboxos, and on 
elevated pulpit, and galtorlos around 
tbroo sldos. lis Interior finish Is 
qui to elaborate, but un painted, and its 
wlodowt are set with odd llttla pano* 
ot Rlaet, which admit a very doubtful 
light Its Blblo and othor books nro 
aa old at tbo building, and tho soxton, 
Miles YY. Blandish, Is a lineal descend- 
ant ot tho Puritan Captain. Wnldo- 
boro waa settled by Germans, and up 
to tho year 1830 services In tho old 
church we ro connected In tho Gorman 
language. At that time, howovor, the 
congregation hod become Anglicized 
to tuch a degree that thoy preferred 
their sermons la bad Englltn. lingu- 
lar services won discontinued fifty, 
years ago, but tho society koopa up Its 
organ liatlon, and onco a year tho 
whole countryside flocks to tho quaint' 
old church to attend tho anniversary 
services, which pro von tn It from fall- 
ing Into complete dLauoo. "Walpolo 
Church" in lirislol cloeoly resembles 
the YValdoboro edifice, and Is still In 
good condition i after 117 roars of- 
almost continuous uso. In Ainu, near 
\Vlscaaset, there Is a church which Is 
supposed to bo about I lo years old, and 
ono mile from Newcattlo vlllagu stands 
a Catholic church, built of brick, 
which was completed early in tho year 
1800. It laphistorcd with lime burnod 
from rock brought frvra Ireland, and, 
although a dingy little church, sooms 
likely to stand for a century yot,

Dethoit, Mich., Nov. Ill,— Tho remark* 
able nchieveinentuf sinking n deep shaft 
through treacherous gnumd by first 
freezing tlio earth litis been accomplished 
nt the Chupin iron mine in the Upper 
roniiwmlji by tho "I'oetach procttHt." 
Tho cont met was to freeze.excnvnto and 
curb up a rectangular shnrt IS; ,' hy 10}, 
foet and about 100 foot deep. This was 
dona by Krst putting down thu freesing 
pipes 1) feet npiirt in a circle, 2!) feet in 
diameter, to the depth proiioacd to be 
reached hy the ehnft. The pipes vreie 
connected nt tlie lop nod tilled with n 
solution of brine containing about 25 per 
ecntotcalclnmchloride. Tliebrinowaa 
frozen to a point below zero by mentis of 
an ice mncfalne, nnd In forty dnyi n froz- 
en wall of ice, earth nnd stone won form- 
ed ten feet thick. The excavation, Id the 
meantime hnd been going on, nnd seventy 
days from tho commencement it Wos 
completed to the kilgo 100- feet down, in 
spit* of same difianlty from tho pre* 
location ot water near tho bottom, whioh 
wne stopped by freezing. Except for 
this ingenious method, the sinking of 
the shnft^would it seems hnvo been prac- 
tically impossible on account of thoffrent 
Inflow of water. The Faetach Process

sands nnd water in Wyoming, Pit. The
